Finally, so little was actual- 
jy-known of the nature of the disease, 
itself, that there was a large ques- 
tlon as to whether it could bo trans- 
mitted In this manner—granted that 
tlio accusations were true.

Tho English Sparrow 


Mr. Skavlom also took exception to 


another theory widely entertained to 
the effect that tho English sparrow 
drives out tho other birds.

a hlue-Jav that, was trying to rob Its 
nest.

The renewed Interest taken In tho 


ancient Irish fame at liantlunll this 
season 1ms led admirers of thu pnnio 
to believe that the sport will »oon lind 
Its way lifto tue class of more popular 
pastimes. 


In order to boom the great gunic still 


more the Brooklyn Handball club Is 
planning a national tournament. The 
organization has been In the Held for 
more than twenty years, and up to the 
present day it-can boust of having the 
best handball court in tho world. 


The membership has Increased con- 


siderably during the past few months, 
nnd it is expected that when the club 
secured new quarters many more devo- 
tees of the game will join. 


At present there is no room in thu 


club for social members, and thnsu 
who do not play handball have little 
chance of enjoying themselves out- 
side of watching Home remarkably 
clever games. 


Excepting Mike Egan. the best hand- 


ball players In this country arc* mini- 


tunro la between plnnponft and layn 
tennis. A player Nlmulil be prollclunty:! 
tliu iixe of both Imiids.'iiml ir.itl! he cn:i 
use his left hand as well as nis riRut 
he can never expect to become a lln't 
class player. To take the ball on the 
drop from the side or back wall and 
return it with force- to the front wall 
In-fore It has touched the Hour a second 
thin; Is no easy task, and thin Is a play 
that a handlmlllst IIKM to key his activ- 
ity up to. 


It Is believed that the game was 


played 1.S7SI year* prior to the Chris- 
tian era In connection with the Talltln 
games Inaugurated by Ere, the last 
king of the- Klrbolgu. As to the partic- 
ular style of the game as played In 
those days It Is now Impossible to ac- 
curately determine, but from the ac- 
rmints of early chronlelern no walla 
wore used, but the ball was tossed 
from "hand to hand." The regulation 
court of the present day is twenty-live 
feet wide, thirty-live feet high and six- 
ty feet loug. 


In Ireland, the home of the sport. 


there are no players or courts such as 
are to be found In this country, and mi 
soon nB_n- player has gained the name 
of beln£champion ho at once conic* to 
this country, only to be badly beaten 
by the American exponents of the 
game. The game Is never played with 
more than four or less than two men. 
The Idea Is to strike the ball against 
the front wall as hard as^one can In 
such a way that the opponent cannot 
get It back to the wall again. 


To be successful a handball player 


has to be quick of thought, for In this 
game the old maxim. "Ho who hesi- 
tates Is lost," Ills In to perfection. The 
main object la to deceive the opponent 
In •^.-turning the ball, and the player 
who can do this Invariably succeeds. 
The ball used In the regulation game 
• In a sort of miniature baseball, only 
much faster.

Brooklyn organization. E.x-Champlon 
Pull Casey, who held the title for more 
than twenty-flve years and who retired 
in 1897 to give the young fellows a 
chance nt the honors.

Mr. Casey attt Unites the good condi- 


tion of bis health to handball, and he 
advises nil young soon to take up the 
game. With James Dunne, Sr.. Caoey 
toured the world and. defeated every 
team that was pitted against them. In 
Ireland, the supposed home of the 
game, the best players were met, and, 
although, tho Brooklynltes. were in 
strange courts, they had llttlo trouble 
In carrying off the honors. The fact 
that tho two men have been playlng'i 
handball for more than a quarter of u ! 
century and uro still able to hold their I 
own against the best players speaks 
well for the physical benefits of the 
sport. 


In June. 1S07. Casey nnd Dunne re- 


tired from active play after defeating 
William Carney nnd Louis Keegan in 
Chicago for the championship of thu 
world and §2,000 n side. When Casey 
retired Carney took up the gauntlet, 
but he did not defend It like his prede- 
cessor, nnd for awhile the game was 
on the wane so far as championship 
contests were concerned. 


Mike Egan Is the present champion, 


having won the title by defeating the 
best men In this country and Ireland, 
nnd, although he is not out of his 
"twenties," he is n marvel at the game. 
Egan can drive the ball with lightning 
ppccd to the front wall with either the 
left or right hand, and, although he Is 
not regarded as a very scientllle play- 
er, he possesses the strength and cun- 
ning which are so necessary In all 
championship affairs. 


James Dunne. Jr.. who started to
